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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a time domain reflectometer system 
including generating a sync signal for transitioning a duration signal to an "on" state, the sync 
signal starting a counter, an oscillator having a time base that is unrelated to the timing of the 
launch signal, the counter for counting the number of clock signals received while the duration 
signal is in the "on" state, compensating the additional clock signals received on account of the 
known delay time and calculating a cable length as recited in independent claims 1 and 19; a 
time domain reflectometer system includingstarting a duration measurement responsive to the 
low frequency clock using a clock that is independent from the low frequency clock signal, 
waiting a known delay time after starting the measurement, counting the number of pulses 
received during the duration that the duration signal is on using a clock that is independent from 
the low frequency clock signal and calculating a cable length as recited in independent claim 11; 
and in combination of the claims.
